Kissiniger’s gim was'that the Soviet 
Union should have & clear, flxed role in 
world politics, to make her ackiowledge 
that she had a definite part to play in 
the maintenance of world peace. 

Carter has returned to more tradition- 
al Anmıerican ways of foreign policy 
thinking. His attitude towards Moscow 
springs from a deep-seated American 
need to see the world in terms of two 
sides, the good and the evil. 

In his insistence on the qilestion of 
human rights, Jimmy Carter, has given 
iis fellow countrymen a moral miissioh, 
something to fight for, 

Carter's policies have clearly bemused 
the Soviet leadership, who no longer 
know what it should think of the. US. 

Every proposal from Washington is 
treated with great mistrust. The talks on 
strategie arms limitations, which could 
lead to the signing of a second Salt 
agreement, are suffering as a result. It is 
now by no means sure that agreement 
will be reached. 

Indeed, the question of whether the 
two governments agree on the text of an 
agreement has almost become academic 
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eonid Brozlnev, after nıuclı 'hesita- 

tion, will. be visiting. Bonn ih .thê 
first week of May. Whıatever the reasons 
for his hesitation, he now has a ‘clear 
reason for coming to Bonn. ' 

Relations between the Soviet Union 
and the United States lave ino bêen so 
bad for some time. and Brezhnev : is 
going to try to woo the Federal Republic 
of Germany! and with it Western .Elı- 
rope, away .from the United States. 

He will certainly not expect Bonn, 
Paris, London and Rome to turn: their 
backs on the United: States. Nor will he 
expect .to split Nato, But he'will make 
every effort. to exploit. thê inoreasing 
tensions between Europe and the US. 

Annoyance’ in Bonn and Paris about 
American policies haş ‘grown apprecia 
bly in the last year. Not for a long time 
have the policies of:.an American Presir 
dent commanded as little respect in Eu- 
rope as those of President Carter.: 

European confidence in the Washing- 
lon government has sunk to zero: Leo-

“Neither the people nor lhe political 
forces in the Saarland can .understkrnd 
that our Land, wiich is û Yitul European

Herr Wicklmayr appealed to ihe otlier 
members uf ce Bundcsr l0 support 
the Saarland proposal that the Arbitra- 
tion Committee should be called on to 
decide the mallet.

The recent refusal of 
a number of SPD MPs to vote for the 
anti-terror laws underlined how sensitive 
the Bonn coalition is. 

The FDP has also indignantly rejected 4 
CSU offer to vote for the reslection of 
Walter Scheel as President in return for 
the FDP pulling out of its coalition in 
Bonn with the SPD and forming & g0- 
vernment with the preşent Opposition.

To see Egon Franke merely as a rep:

, Franke has been tireless in his efforts

„Franke describes the work of his nıin- 
istry as: “Here ‘we have difficult and de- 
tailed work to do.

This simple matter-of-fact style is far 
from typical of all politicians. Franke 
does not seek the headlines. But it is 
precisely this cool, reserved style, which 
enabled him tio negotiate the release of 
political prisoners in the GDR, help 
bring about marriages between GDR ci- 
tizens and citizens of this country and 
reunify divided families. 

Franke'ş concern for frecdom is i 
consistent feature ofl the whole political 
career, When the Nazis took power, 


many in this country cut their political 
cloth according to the wind.

mary schools in the south-east: of Lower 
Saxony. ٣ 

English is not normally. taught . until 
the secondary .school, that is, from the 
fifth class onwards, By the time these 
children. from Braunschweig, Salzgitter 
and Wolfsburg, get tO secohdary school, 
{ley wil! have' had two years of English.

The researoh team led’ by Prof, Peter 
Doyé spent five years observing the pro- 
gress: of over a thousand pupils in the 
experiment. This was the first time in 
this country and the fourth time in Eu- 
rope that the teaching, of a foreign lan- 
gllage in primary schools has been ob- 
served with a representative sample over 
a long period. 

The results have been described in a 
paperback written by Peter Doyé and 
Dieter Liûitge entitled Untersuchungen 
zun Englischuntcrricht in der Grund- 
schule, (Braunschweig 1977), published 
by Georg Westermann Verlag. 
The book has aroused considerable 
interest at home and abroad. Doyé has 
recelved many letters from parenls, tea- 
chers and educational authorities inte- 
rested in the scheme. 

So far he has received no arfıswer from 
the Lower’ Saxony Ministry of Education 
to which he first sent the results, 

The unusual feature of the Braunsch-= 
weijg experiment, financed by the 
Volkswagen’ Foundation, 1s that the 
children who started learning English in 
the third class stayed in the same class 
until their seventh school year.

WT only 170 days before the world 
championships in Strasbourg, {hê 
German Gymnastics Association's chief 
trainer, Tosca-Goswina Dorau, 42, has 
resigned and is to be replaced by Jana 
Kubicka, 33. 


In September 1977 the trainers’ com-= 
ntission reconımended that Jana Ku- 
bicka should be sacked as 4 national 
trainer “for neglect of her duties.” This 
affair still has not been settled and Ku- 
bicka is now demanding full rehabilita- 
tion,

lt is clear thit what is happening now 
is a repeut of what took place shorlly 
before the Olympic Games in Montreil. 


Then, loo, Frau Kubicka, former worl 
chumpion from Prague, look over {le 
training of the nalional team from for- 
mer GDR cilizen Tosca-Goswina Doriau. 


Kubicka was energelic anî committed. 
“The officils of the Genin Oy MNE 
tics Associãlion won't forget that’, she 
says. “They are out fo get their revenge.” 


Teum spokeswonan Kurbjuweit re- 
callş: “We were allowed to train together 
in Frankfurt. This produced results”. 


The result was eighth place at the 
Montreal Olympics. Jana Kubicka now 
says: “The girls ard are half-a-year be- 
hind schedule.” 


The state of the team at present is 
that Andrea Bieger has had an operation 
on her foot and cannot compete, Katrin 
Kühl has pulled out, Ula Schorn has 
given up competitive gymnastics. Traudi 
Schubert has given up, Angela Meyer 
has pulled out. 


Yet again Jana Kubicka has to step in 
and do something. However, she insists 
on her rehabilitation before deciding 
whether to accept the offer. After the 
Olympic Games, Jana had two children 
and later had to have an abdominal! 


By the kick-off of the opening game 
between Germany and Poland on June 1| 
1978 in Buenos Aires all these games 
and speculations will be nere memories. 
The team will be in Soutlı America, 
where it is games and goals that count. 

Manager Helmut Schén sunımed up 
the tcam’s mood: “The players all know 
what is at stake now, Things are quieten- 
ing down and this „is what we dospera- 
tely need.”

Ratner Bonhof of Bo- 
russia Moenchengladbaclı and Bernd Hölz«- 
enbein of Frankfurt. All of them, 
along with Uli Hoeness, played in the 
World Cup final against Holland in 
1974. 

Then come players eilher wilh coln- 
siderable internationul experience or who 
ard playing exteptionully well for thtir 
clubs: Heinz Flohe andl Dieter Mûiller of 
Cologne, Klaus Fischer of Schalke 04 
and Manfred Kaltz of Hamburg SV, for 
example, 

The list of 40 reflecis {he success of 
certain Bundesliga clubs. Seven play for 
FC Cologne, the German cup winners 
who have a good chance of winning tlre 
German league championship. 

Thrce young players from VFB Slutt- 
gart are included, among t1iienı Hansi 
Miller, whom many see as Germany's 
midfield general of the future. 

Then there is the possibility of teanı 
blocks within the national side. With 
seven Cologne players, this would be 
possible. There were five Kaiserslautern 
players in the 1954 World Cup-winning 
team and six Bayer Munich players in 
the 1974 winning side. 

A strong argument in favour of club 
team blocks is that most of the Cologne 
players are young. Cologne defender 
Zimmermann is a player who can move 
rapidly forward, transforming defence 
into attack. All this will have to be 
taken into account. At any rate, we now 
know the 40 names.
